The Alberta Labor News has a 
long editorial protesting against 
war as being made by the ‘ruling 
classes with disastrous results 
to the working man.’’ There can} 
be no argument against the disas- 
trous results of war. But long 
winded protests against it do not 
seem to fit in the editorial col- 
umns of a paper which at an 
equal cost of editorial space re- 
cently justified the Herrin mas- 
sacre, The colored revivalist who 
recently preached in Edmontop 
had the right idea when he said: 
“The duty of Christian believers 
is not in avoiding war but in 
avoiding provocation to war.’’ 

The righteousness of war de- 
pends in large measure on its 
cause. To say that there should 
be no war, is to say that the 
world should be given over to 
every. form of tyranny and rapine 
that is conceived in the human 
mind, Unless men are prepared 
to defend their rights by force, 
their rights will be taken from 
them by foree, Unless right is to 
be forcibly defended it cannot 
exist. What is true of the individ- 
ual is true of the state. As long 
as man is covetous, lustful or 
cruel there is no escape from war 
conditions, except by the accept- 
ance of extinction or slavery, 
which is surely worse than even 
the terrible results of war.
